Deadline 


Greater Lawrence communities, 
including Andover, were notified 
Wednesday by the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Commission that 
the state agency has decided An= 
dover, Lawrence, Methuen and 
North Andover must join together 
in a regional control district to 
eliminate pollution of the Merri= 
mack River, 

The Commission gave the four 
communities just three months to 
accept the state’s formula for 
formation of such a district and it 
ordered that a referendum vote be 
taken in time to meet this dead= 
line, 

The order arrived only shortly 
before Andover and North Andover 
officials were to hold another in a 
series of pollution conferences and 
it dominated the luncheon discuse 
sion, prompting immediate action, 

Chairman Philip K, Allen of the 
Andover Board of Selectmen was 
asked immediately to call a ‘‘fish 
or cut bait’® meeting of elected 
officials from Lawrence, Methuen, 
Andover and North Andover for 
next week in an attempt to resolve 
the representation issue that has 
stalemated efforts for the last two 
years toorganize a pollution abate=- 
ment district under some plan 
other than that proposed by the 
Water Resources Commission in 
sample draft legislation, The state 
formula for formation and opera= 
tion of a district facility has pre= 
viously been rejected as unsatis= 
factory by representatives of all 
the communities involved, 

The Selectmen of Andover and 
North Andover made two other 
on-the-spot decisions: 

@ First, they will write the 
Water Resources Commission to 
request that it advance its dead= 
line for a referendum so that the 
municipalities which have Town 
Meetings scheduled for March can 
put the question on that ballot, 
Otherwise, special elections will 
have to be scheduled, 

@ And secondly, the towns will 
report to the Commission ona new 
compromise proposal which was 
forwarded to Lawrence officials 
just last week as the latest effort 
toward agreement on the repre= 
sentation conflict that has stood in

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Editorial Comment 
Ability Grouping 


School Committeeman Richard Katz has come out in 
support of a sensible proposal from Jonald 1. Dunn, 
physical education director for the public schools, that 
students be grouped for secondary school phys ed classes 
according to ability (and hopefully, interest) rather than 
rigidly scheduled by grades or ages. 

Ability groupings are nothing new in education, so the 
proposal is too late to be progressive. But it is in keeping 
with the accelerated trend of the local public school sys- 
tem toward the use of yardsticks other than age in the 
educational process. 

This particular proposal has special merit. Over the 
years since physical education was first written into 
public school curriculum, the programs and activities 
associated with it have been met with varying degrees of 
enthusiasm by students forced to participate. Too many 
boys and girls have endured phys ed classes as a neces- 
sary evil; and too many phys ed classes have tended to 
produce athletes for competition rather than young adults 
prepared with the knowledge of how to keep fit and with- 
stand the rigors of later life. 

As Dr. Katz points out, there are distinct advantages 
to homogenous grouping of physical education students: 
the child learns at a pace suited to the individual which 
eliminates the frustration, self dissatisfaction and en- 
barrassment that can come from mis-matched competition; 
it reduces discipline problems; and motivates the student 
who is spurred on by his ability to succeed when com- 
peting with those achieving at his own level. 

At the same time, as the committeeman points out, the 
superior student is freed to work in a class where he can 
be challenged to the limit of his physical capability. 

The whole idea is one further way to shape public 
school education to the individual, instead of the other 
way around.

Lawrence resident has taken the matter into her own 
hands, posting a sign that makes it known she will supply 
treats for children in her immediate neighborhood and that 
neighborhood only. She said she was sick of handing out 
candy to hoards of 100 to 200 anonymous “alloweeners. 

Some of the same sort of resolution in Andover might 
cut into the numbers of youngsters who are permitted to 
roam far afield, stuffing shopping bags with enough candy 
to keep them supplied until time for the arrival of the 
Easter Runny!
